Miss  E.  H.  Fairbrother  sends  the  following  curiously-worded 
document  affecting  the  forfeiture  of  goods  to  the  King  (on  what 
pretext  we  know  not),  and  a  subsequent  change  of  purpose  with 
its  consequences.  The  “turning  of  the  tables”  upon  the  helpless 
Prior  certainly  has  its  amusing  side. 


To  the  King  Our  Soverangu  lord. 

In  most  humble  wyse  sheweth  and  compleyneth 
unto  yo'  moste  noble  grace  yo'  pore  Chapeleyn  and  daily  Orator, 
Dan  William  Waterforde,  prior  of  the  house  or  cell  of  Filchestowe 
in  your  Countie  of  Sufi.,  That  whereof  late  your  highnesse  gave 
unto  yo'  pore  Subgcett,  Richard  Cawudisshe,  Esquier,  all  the  goodes 
of  oou  William  Pigott  of  Filchestowe  aforesaid,  whiche  were  forfaited 
unto  yo'  grace  by  the  same  Pigott,  wherupon  the  said  Cawndisshe 
prayed  and  required  your  said  orator  to  lend  hym  his  Carte  to  Convey 
and  Carry  away  the  said  goodes  according  to  yo'  said  gift.  And  after 
it  liked  yo'  said  grace  to  graunte  unto  the  said  Pigott  yo'  letters  of 
plagard*  to  perceyve  and  take  his  said  goodes  where  and  in  whose 
hands  they  might  be  found.  And  by  cause  yo'  said  Orator  lent  unto 
the  said  Cawndisshe  his  Cart,  aud  for  noon  other  cause  the  said 
Pigott  with  the  aide  aud  comfort  of  Sir  Edmond  Jeuuey,  Shrief  of 
the  said  Shire  aud  of  the  Bailly  of  the  fraunchise  there  by  a  Writte 
called  a  Withernam  f  attached  as  well  diverse  Cattelles  of  your  said 
Orator  as  of  other  persons,  and  theym  toke  and  conveyed  away  at 
their  pleasure.  Aud  so  the  same  yet  kepeth  and  w'holdeth  from  yo' 
Orator  agenst  all  right  aud  conscience  aud  over  that  daily  vexeth  and 
troubleth  the  same  yo'  Orator,  So  that  he  cannot  be  in  quyete 
to  serve  God  as  he  wolde  do.  Therefore  please  it  your  highnesse  of 
yo'  moste  noble  and  habuudaunt  grace  the  premisses  tenderly  consider 
and  how  yo'  said  Orator  had  never  part  nor  parcell  of  the  goodes  of 
the  said  William  Pigott  to  direct  yo'  gracious  letters  under  yo' 
pryve  signet  unto  the  said  Pigott,  Edmond  Jeuuey,  and  Bayly  of 
the  said  fraunchise  commanding  theym  and  everyche  of  theym  by  the 
same  uppou  the  sight  therof  to  make  deliveraunce  of  all  the  said 
Catalles  unto  yo'  said  Orator,  and  also  to  suffice  hym  peasibly  to 
dwell  and  abide  without  any  vexation  or  trouble  in  eny  wise.  And 
he  shall  during  his  lyf  pray  to  God  for  the  preservation  of  your 
moste  excellent  and  Royal  estate.

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THOMAS  WAKEFIELD,  RECTOR  OF  HORSEHEATH,  1668. 

Irvertory  of  his  Goods. 

An  inventory  of  the  household  furniture  and  outdoor  effects 
of  a  country  rector  in  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  could 
not  fail  to  be  interesting.  The  rectory  of  Horseheath  at  the  time 
this  inventory  was  made  was  a  living  of  more  than  ordinary  value, 
being  worth  about  £100  a  year.* 

Thomas  Wakefield,  the  rector  whose  goods  are  here  enumerated 
and  valued,  was  born  at  Horseheath  rectory  in  October,  1600,  his 
father  being  then  rector.  On  the  death  of  his  father,  in  1626,  he 
succeeded  him.  Mr.  Wakefield,  the  son,  must  have  been  a  person 
of  colourless  politics,  or  perhaps  he  was  of  a  philosophic  turn  of 
mind,  seeing  clearly  both  sides  of  a  question.  For  although 
episcopally  ordained  and  instituted,  he  had  decided  Puritan  leanings. 
In  the  visitation  of  Bishop  Wren,  in  1640,  it  was  stated  that  neither 
he  nor  his  curate  wore  the  surplice  at  baptism,  nor  observed  the  holy 
week ;  and,  being  asked  about  the  publication  of  the  King’s 
declaration  concerning  games,  they  said  they  knew  nothing  of  it.  A 
little  later  he  must  have  forsworn  his  orders  altogether,  subscribed 
the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  thrown  over  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  used  the  Directory.  For  he  kept  his  living  during  the 
Civil  War,  and  in  1650  is  described  by  the  Parliamentary  Com¬ 
missioners  as  an  “orthodox  and  godly  divine,”  the  former  being 
apparently  of  great  if  not  chief  importance.  How  sound  his 
orthodoxy  was,  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  when  Presbyterianism 
went  in  1660  and  Episcopacy  came  to  its  own  again,  he  readily 
forswore  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  and  took  to  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer.  But  he  was  not  quite  sound  in  the  matter  of 
dress,  for  in  1662  he  was  reported  to  the  Bishop  for  wearing  white 
stockings  and  a  cap  contrary  to  the  articles.f  From  his  will,  which 
he  made  in  1663,  we  find  that  he  had  some  real  property  which 
is  not  mentioned  in  the  inventory,  a  house  and  land  in  Castle  Camps 
and  Westhoe  Lay.  This  was  left  to  his  widow  Mary  for  life, 
and  afterwards  to  his  sou  Phillip,  and  he  within  three  years  of 
inheriting  was  to  pay  his  sisters,  Judith  and  Elizabeth,  £60  each, 
in  the  south  porch  of  Horseheath  church.  The  rector  had  probably 
got  this  property  from  his  father,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  making 
loans  <if  money  to  his  parishioners.  ^  The  will  mentions  a  sou  with 
two  Christian  names,  which  is  unusual  at  this  date,  Thomas  Quartus 
Wakefield.  The  library  must  have  been  of  considerable  value.  It 
was  left  to  son  Nathaniel,  on  the  condition  that  he  paid  £5  to  each 
of  his  two  sisters.

The  rectory  consisted  of  six  rooms:  hall,  parlour,  and  kitchen 
with  a  chamber  over  each,  and  two  attics.  There  were  fireplaces 
in  each  room,  as  shown  by  the  fireirons.  Fireplaces  in  bedrooms 
were  rare  luxuries  in  those  days ;  in  small  houses  many  farm  houses 
are  without  them  to  this  day.  In  1674  Horseheath  rectory  contained 
seven  fireplaces,  but  Linton  vicarage  only  three.  §  It  will  be  noticed 
that  fourteen  joined  stools  (besides  a  dozen  other  stools)  are 
enumerated.  If  they  were  so  numerous  as  this  in  each  house,  we 
can  understand  why  they  were  afterwards  so  common  in  cottages 
in  this  neighbourhood.  The  chessmen  show  that  chess  was  a  game 
not  banned  by  the  Puritans.

The  Gbeat  Snow  of  April,  1653. — An  inquest  was  taken  at 
Littleport  on  the  11th  April,  1653,  before  Wm.  Tubman,  gent.. 
Coroner,  upon  the  body  of  William  Mayer. 

They  say  that  Robert  Cole  of  Littleport  on  Feb.  1st,  1652,  having 
been  from  home  and  coming  home  late,  he  dwelling  in  a  house  which 
stands  half  a  mile  distant  from  the  town,  did  spy  a  man  underneath 
the  back  side  of  his  house,  and  he  called  out  to  the  man  demanding 
what  he  was  and  what  he  did  there,  but  the  man  made  no  answer 
but  made  away,  whereupon  Cole  suspecting  the  man  was  a  thief 
come  to  break  into  his  house,  and  having  by  him  a  birding  gunne 
charged  with  small  shot,  in  the  necessary  defence  of  himself  and 
his  house  did  shoot  at  the  leggs  of  the  said  man,  and  did  hit  the 
ham  of  the  man  and  wounded  him,  but  not  mortally,  and  afterwards 
the  man  was  found  to  be  William  Mayer.  And  the  next  morning 
Mayer  sent  for  a  surgeon  to  dress  and  cure  his  wound.  And  after¬ 
wards  Mayer  being  able  to  raise  his  legg  up  to  a  high  stoole,  and 
to  stirr  his  leg  any  way,  did  pay  the  surgeon  and  discharge  him, 
and  did  likewise  pay  and  discharge  his  nurse,  unless  she  would 
look  unto  his  cowes  as  well  as  unto  him.  Afterwards  not  having 
a  care  of  his  own  health,  but  neglecting  himself,  gote  cold  in  the 
night  that  the  first  great  snow  fell,  and  thereupon  grew  bodily  sick 
and  so  died.  And  the  bodily  sickness  was  the  cause  of  his  death, 
as  the  wound  was  a  faire  way  towards  healing,  and  onely  a  little 
swelled. — From  the  Bishop’s  Muniment  Room  at  Ely. 

The  surgeon  is  not  named  amongst  the  jury.  Perhaps  surgeons 
were  not  liable  to  serve  even  at  this  date.  I  suppose  the  nurse 
who  would  not  look  after  William’s  cows  as  well  as  his  leg,  is 
brought  in  to  show  that  the  leg  had  so  far  progressed  as  not  to  require 
much  attention.  The  reference  to  the  first  g;reat  snow  is  interesting. 
William  evidently  died  of  pneumonia  and  the  want  of  a  wife.

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SOME  SUFFOLK  CHURCH  NOTES.  No.  LXXVIII. 
{continued  from  p.  297). 

Bcroh. 

No  doubt  this  parish  derived  its  name  from  the  ancient  earthwork 
within  which  the  church  is  built.  The  structure,  dedicated  to  St. 
Botolph,  is  mostly  of  Decorated  architecture,  and  includes  chancel 
with  vestry,  and  nave  having  a  square  unbuttressed  tower  on  the 
south  side.  There  is  a  good  open  timber  roof  in  the  nave.  .Two 
piscinas  remain,  one  in  the  nave  south  wall,  and  the  other  by  the 
altar,  where  there  is  also  a  lowered  window  sill  forming  a  stone  bench, 
on  which  is  placed  a  curious  old  chest  massively  hooped  and  bound 
with  iron.  The  chancel  arch  shows  the  mark  of  its  old  rood-beam, 
but  no  traces  of  a  screen  remain. 

Upon  the  sides  of  the  octagonal  font  are  these  subjects,  now 
much  defaced : — St.  Gabriel,  kneeling  on  one  knee,  scroll  in  hand ; 
St.  Mary,  kneeling  in  prayer  (these  two  panels  representing  the 
Annunciation);  the  eagle  for  St.  John;  a  feathered  angel  seated 
holding  a  cloth ;  the  winged  man  seated,  for  St.  Matthew;  a  seated 
angel  holding  a  crown ;  the  bull  for  St.  Luke ;  the  lion  of  St.  Mark. 
The  Evangelists’  symbols  hold  scrolls  with  their  names  in  Latin. 
The  font  is  raised  on  one  step,  and  has  a  plain  modern  shaft. 

The  carved  Jacobean  pulpit  is  placed  in  the  north-east  corner  of 
the  nave. 

The  earliest  inscription  (in  Roman  capitals)  is  on  a  black  marbk 
stone  just  below  the  chancel  step,  incised  with  the  shield  of  Atherold: — 

Here  Resteth  the  Body  of  |  Thomas  Atherold  of  Bvrg**  |  Esq' 
who  was  Bvried  the  |  6“’  of  March  Ano  Dorn  1658.  |  Aged  68.  1  Mary 
Atherold  late  wife  |  of  Tho.  Atherold  Esq'  |  was  bvryed  May  22***  1665. 

A  stone  in  the  floor  south  of  the  altar  marks  the  burial  place  of 
Rev*  Benj.  Dawson,  LL.D.,  54  years  rector,  ob.  June  IS**",  1814, 
aged  85;  and  of  Mary  his  wife,  June  22**,  1805,  aged  80. 

There  are  several  inscriptions  in  the  chancel  to  the  Barlow 
family;  on  north  wall  with  carved  escutcheon  (Erm.)  two  bars  (  ) 

and  on  a  chief  (  )  an  eagle  displayed  (  ),  Barlow,  impaling  (  ) 

a  lion  rampant  (  )  - ,  for  George  Francis  Barlow,  36  years 

Rector,  died  March  24***,  1850,  aged  82;  and  Harriet  his  wife. 
Sept.  27"',  1869,  aged  69.  A  tablet  near  at  hand  commemorates 
their  three  sons:  William  Francis,  Lieut,  and  Adj'  in  23'*  Reg'  of 
Bombay  Native  Infantry,  E.I.C.S.,  who  died  at  Asseerghur,  Augt.  3'*, 
1827,  aged  23;  George  Bame  of  the  Crown  Office  in  the  Temple, 
died  in  London,  May  9"*,  1847,  aged  41 ;  and  Richard,  died  June  6"*, 
1838,  aged  20. 

To  the  second  of  the  above  sons  a  coloured  window  has  been 
placed  in  chancel  south  wall  by  his  widow.  The  east  window 
simply  bears  initials  E.B.  and  date  1 866.  There  is  a  marble  paving- 
stone  with  initials  E.M.R.  1854. 
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The  nave  north  window  is  in  memory  of  Andrew  and  Ann  Cockle, 
who  both  died  in  1817.  A  shield  in  glass  of  Royal  Arms  of  R.  is 
loose  in  the  vestry. 

Two  boards  in  the  porch  set  forth  particulars  of  charities  left  by 
Thomas  Parham,  1683,  and  Samuel  Taylor  Dawson,  1858.

Matilda,  widow  of  Nicholas  de  Westwood,  appeals  Adam  de 
Boloina  concerning  the  death  of  William  her  son,  and  Adam  was 
taken  and  imprisoned  in  the  gaol  at  Ipswich  and  there  died,  and 
GK>dfery,  son  of  Stephen  de  Creting,  Robert  Auiigel  of  the  same,  and 
Nicholas  the  son  of  William  de  Lape  (?),  who  were  with  the  aforesaid 
Adam  when  he  killed  him,  are  not  molested  or  attached,  therefore  the 
sheriff  is  at  mercy,  namely,  Robert  Bry  wes. 

Afterwards  it  is  shown  by  the  Coroner  that  William  de  Cyresy 
took  the  cattail  of  the  aforesaid  Adam  and  detained  them  against 
surety  and  pledge  untill  he  should  redeam  them  of  the  Bailiff  of  our 
lord  the  King ;  afterwards  he  (Adam)  sought  them  from  the  bailiff  of 
our  lord  the  King  in  the  Hundred  and  redeamed  them,  and  there  was 
peace,  and  on  the  day  following  the  same  Adam  put  the  cattal  in 
his  meadow.  Then  again,  unjustly,  the  same  William  and  Thomas 
Makefare,  William  the  son  of  Nicholas  de  Westwood,  and  Raph  his 
brother,  Robert  the  son  of  Simon  de  Stanham,  his  servants,  took  the 
beasts  of  the  aforesaid  Adam,  and  strife  arose  between  the  servants 


of  William  and  Adam,  and  Adam  killed  William  and  wounded  Thomas 
'Makefare  twice  upon  the  head,  and  because  the  12  jurymen  had 
falsely  concealed  this  they  are  in  mercy,  and  because  Robert  de  Bry  wes 
held  the  plea  of  that  death  without  warrant  he  is  put  to  judgment, 
and  William  de  Cresey  comes  and  admits  that  he  sent  his  servants  to 
take  the  beasts  of  the  said  Adam,  but  he  strongly  denies  that  he  sent 
them  to  do  any  damage,  and  the  jury  testify  the  same  thing,  therefore 
he  is  quit,  and  because  the  township  of  Creting  Qresteng  [Creating 
St.  Olaves]  did  not  raise  the  hue  therefore  it  is  at  mercy,  and  because 
the  12  jury  witness  that  no  Englishry  was  presented,  and  it  is 
admitted  by  the  Coroner  that  it  was  presented,  therefore  the  12  are 
again  in  mercy.  Englishry  was  nut  presented,  therefore  it  is 
murder. — Pleat  of  the  Crown  at  Ipswich,  24th  Hen.  III.,  three  weeks

Will  some  reader  conversant  with  this  class  of  document  and  the 
legal  procedure  of  the  period,  furnish  a  commentary  on  the  above 
somewhat  involved  case? — [Ed.] 
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Tragic  Death  of  the  Sector  of  Bartlow,  1355. — It  happened 
in  the  village  of  Castle  Camps  on  Saturday,  November  the  first,  1355, 
that  Sir  Thomas  Fysschere  of  Pylketon,  rector  of  the  church  of 
Berkelow,  was  found  dead  by  John  Northye  of  Fynchyugfield. 
Whereupon  Thomas  Torell,  the  King’s  coroner  for  Cambridgeshire, 
came  thither  on  the  Monday  following  and  viewed  the  body.  He 
made  diligent  enquiry  concerning  that  death  in  Bartlow  and  the 
neighbouring  villages  of  Linton,  Horsethe,  Sydecamp,  and  Barham, 
on  the  oaths  of  Thomas  Parker,  Sichard  Olnet,  John  Tylere,  Robert 
Laurence,  Robert  Rowbern,  John  Clopton,  Robert  Algor,  Andrew 
Snow,  John  Flechchere,  John  Taillour,  John  Serjant,  and  William 
Riche.  They  said  that  on  Thursday  after  Michaelmas  last  a  certain 
Geoffrey  le  I^delere  of  Fincbingfield  and  John  of  Over,  his  servant, 
carpenters,  entered  with  one  consent  a  stable  within  the  rectory  of 
Berkelowe  and  struck  the  said  Sir  Thomas  on  the  right  side  of  his 
head  with  a  belt  with  a  buckle  (cum  uno  secure  voeato  belts)  worth  \2d., 
and  killed  him.  And  on  the  same  night  Geoffrey  and  John  took  the 
body  and  carried  it  to  a  place  called  Westhoo  in  Great  Camps,  which 
place  was  formerly  John  de  Sawston’s,  and  there  threw  it  into  a 
“  mote  ”  on  the  western  side,  and  bound  a  great  stone  to  the  belly 
so  that  it  sank.  No  one  else  was  aiding  and  abetting.  Geoffrey  and 
John  have  both  run  away.  They  had  no  lands,  since  they  were 
strangers,  but  left  a  belt  and  a  wymbel  worth  1 8d.  and  twelve  fieeces 
of  wool  worth  5i. —  Coroner's  Roll,  No.  18. 

This  hardly  seems  to  be  a  deliberate  case  of  robbery  and  murder. 
The  two  murderers  had  no  land  in  the  parish  or  neighbourhood,  so 
they  must  have  been  travellers.  Since  the  “  black  death  ”  six  years 
previous  there  had  been  many  wandering  craftsmen,  who,  because  of 
the  scarcity  of  labour,  could  demand  high  wages,  which,  however, 
it  was  illegal  to  pay  or  receive.  The  men  must  have  possessed  horses, 
or  they  could  not  have  carried  twelve  fleeces  of  wool  about  with  them. 
This  wool  was  probably  wages  paid  in  “  kind,”  if  it  was  not  stolen. 
They  also  carried  away  all  their  tools  with  the  exception  of  the  sixpenny 
wimble  or  auger.  It  was  perhaps  superstition  which  caused  them  to 
leave  the  weapon  used  in  murder,  the  belt,  behind.  The  road  from 
Bartlow  to  Camps  then  ran  near  by  Westho,  keeping  close  to  the 
track  of  the  stream.  It  will  be  noticed  that  Sir  Thomas  had  been  in 
the  moat  for  nearly  a  month  when  he  was  found  by  a  Fincbingfield 
man,  a  fellow  townsman  of  the  murderer,  who  was  not,  however, 
suspected  of  being  an  accomplice.  There  is  plenty  of  scope  for 
conjecture  as  to  how  the  murder  happened.  Perhaps  it  was  a 
drastic  method  of  getting  rid  of  an  unpopular  rector !  There  is  not 
much  to  be  noted  concerning  the  surnames  of  the  men.  The 
“ladelere”  was  perhaps  noted  for  his  wioodeu  ladles.  Parker  was  a 
gamekeeper;  Flechere,  a  butcher;  Tyler,  Tailor,  and  Serjant  are 
trade  names;  Riche  and  Snow  are  nick-names;  Algor  may  be 
All-gore,  and  so  also  a  nick-name,  and  not  a  very  complimentary  one. 
Gore  in  Anglo-Saxon  or  middle  English  means  dirt,  not  blood.

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Christ’s  Half-Dole”  (vol.  xiii.,  pp.  257,  260). — Among  the 
Muniments  of  the  Dissolved  Corporation  of  Orford,*  preserved  in  the 
Town  Hall  at  Orford,  Suffolk,  is  a  contemporary  copy,  on  parchment, 
of  an  agreement  dated  1545,  18th  June,  37  Henry  VIII.,  between 
Sir  Richard  Peerson,  clerk,  parson  of  the  Church  of  Orford,  for 
himself  and  his  successors  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  with 
regard  to  the  tythes  for  the  doles  of  the  ships,  boats,  and  “crayers” 
in  the  time  of  “  fishesherfare  ”  and  “Iseland  fare,”  viz.,  that  from 
the  doles  of  the  ships  and  crayers  he  shall  have  one  half-dole  of 
ALL  FISH  and  herring  for  Christ's  Dole  at  the  time  of  dividing  the 
doles,  and  likewise  at  the  reckoning  day  one  half-dole  for  the 
“Skope”  nets,  and,  further,  one  quarter  dole  of  all  the  “  fartill”  faro 
and  line  boats ;  and  the  said  Sir  Richard  Peerson  promises  to  pay 
yearly  to  the  churchwardens  xiij*  iiij'*  for  repairing  the  church  “  when 
most  need  shall  require.”  ^  Billing  Wayman.
